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BILL 



Continue and amend the Peace Preservation 
(Ireland) Act, 1856. 

W HEUEAS by aa Act passed in the Twenty -fifth and Preamble. 
Twenty-sixth Years of Her Majesty, Chapter Twenty- 
four, the “ Peace Preservation (Ireland) Act, 1856,” as 
the same is amended by the Act passed in the Twenty-third and 
5 Tn'^enty-fomth Years of Her Majesty, Chapter One hundred and 
thirty-eight, was continued in force until the Eirst Day of July 
One thousand eight himdred and sixty-four, and until the End of the 
then next Session of Parliament : And whereas it is expedient that 
the said “ Peace Preservation (Ireland) Act, 1856,” should be further 
10 amended and continued for a limited Time : Be it therefore enacted 
by the Queen’s most Excellent Majestj", by and with the Ad-vice 
and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the 
same, as follows : 

16 1. The printed Copies of every Proclamation, Abstract, and Priated 

Notice to be issued under tbe Proviaons of the said last-mentioned 
Act shall be posted on or near to the Doors of all Places of public clamation, 
Worsliip and of OTerv Police Station and Barrack -within the

District named in such Proclamation by some One or more of the inst-men- 
20 Constables or Sub-Constables of the Constabulary Porce ; and as Act 
[Bill 219.] soon

thereof, he shall yerify such posting by a solemn Declaration 
annexed to such printed Copy, to ho made before a Justice of the 
Peace in the Porm or to the Effect specified in the Schedule to this 6 
Act annexed ; and such Constable or Sub-Oonstahlo shall deposit 
such printed Copy and Declaration annexed thereto with the Clerk 
of the Peace for the County or County of a City witliin which such 
Disti-ict or any Part thereof is situate ; and the said Clerk of the 
Peace shall sign and date the same, and shall preserve the same 10 
amongst the Eecords of the said County or County of a City ; and 
the same, when produced from the Custody of such Clerk of the 
Peace, shall he conclusive Evidence that the said Proclamation, 
Abstract, and Notice was duly posted within the District or Part 
of the District in said Declaration mentioned. -i k 



2. The Production of a printed Copy of tho Dublin Gazette, 
purporting to be printed and published by the Queen’s Authority, 
containing the Publication of any Proclamation, Warrant, Order, 
or Notice under the said recited Act or tliis Act, shall be conclusive 
Evidence of all such Pacts and Cbcumstancos as were or shall 20 
be necessary to authorize the issuing of any such Proclamation, 
Warrant, Order, or Notice ; and every such Proclamation, Warrant, 
Order, and Notice shaU he deemed and taken in all such Courts 
respectively, to all Intents and Purposes whatsoever, to have been 
issued in conformity with the said recited Act and this Act. 25 



3. Prom and after the passing of this Act the First Section of 
tho Act passed in the Session of Parliament held in tho Twenty- 
^■d and Twenty-fourth Tear-s of the Eoign of Her present Maiesty, 
Cliapter One hundred and thirty-eiglit, shall be and the same is 
hereby repealed.
